London, Ont. 7.—The second and 
culminating step in the Austro-Rulgn- 
rlnn programme for the aggrandize­ 
ment of themselves at the expense of 
the status established by the frpnty 
of Berlin was consummated when Eip- 
peror Francis Joseph formally pro 
claimed the practical annexation of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina to the dual 
monarchy. 
The present situation Is as follows; 
Turkey calls upon the powers to 
preserve to her what they guaranteed 
hy that treaty. 
Austria and Bulgaria strongly de­ 
clare their determination to keep what 
thcv have taken. 
Servla 
is 
protesting belligerently 
against being hemmed In more strong­ 
ly between the two unpopular neigh­ 
bors and against having the S e rv ia n s 
In Bosnia absorbed Into the Austro- 
Hungarian nationality. 
The other powers concerned In the 
Berlin treaty are discussing the bold­ 
ine of an International conference to 
consider this most delicate of prob­ 
lems. 
Turkey’s unexpected policy of re­ 
straint minimizes the possibilities of 
war, which now Is considered out of 
the question. 
The English papers unite In prais- 
Ine Turkey’* moderation and In de­ 
nouncing Austria. 
The Standard In a 
typical utterance sa\s: 
“We are sorry for the aged emperor. 
We regret that so late In his long and 
honorable career he has chosen to 
sully his name with a deed which will 
go down In history alongside of the 
partition of Holland.”

A conference of the powmrs Is ex­ 
pected to be held within two or three 
monthR if it can he arranged but no 
one imagines that It will undo this 
week's work.

Before the powers agree to enter 
upon a conference they probably will 
be obliged to define Its scope, which 
will be a hard task.

of the status quo.

CALLS UPON THE POWERS 


Ottoman Government Demands That 
They Preserve to Turkey What They 
Guaranteed Her Under the Treaty 
of Berlin— International Conference 
Probably Will Be Held With the Ob­ 
ject of Bottling the Trouble. 


London, Oct. 7.—The second and 
culm inating step In the Austro-Bulga- 
lion program me for tl\e aggrandize­ 
m ent of them selves at the expense of 
the status established by the treaty 
of Berlin was consummated when Em­ 
peror Francis Joseph formally pro­ 
claimed the practical annexation of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina to the dual 
monarchy. 
The present situation Is as follows: 
Turkey calls upon the powers to 
preserve to her w hat they guaranteed 
by th at treaty. 
A ustria and Bulgaria strongly de­ 
clare their determ ination to keep what 
they have taken. 
Servla Is 
protesting belligerently 
against being hemmed In more strong­ 
ly between the two unpopular neigh­ 
bors and against having the Servians 
In Bosnia absorbed Into the Austro- 
H ungarian nationality. 
The other powers concerned In the 
Berlin treaty are discussing the hold­ 
ing of an International conference to 
consider this most delicate of prob­ 
lems. 
Turkey’s unexpected policy of re­ 
straint minimizes the possibilities of 
war, which now Is considered out of 
the question. 
The English papers unite in p rais­ 
ing Turkey’s moderation and In de­ 
nouncing Austria. 
The Standard in a 
typical utterance says: 
“We are sorry for the aged emperor. 
W e regret that so late in his long and 
honorable career he has chosen to 
sully his name with a deed which will 
go down in history alongside of the 
partition of Holland.” 
Several of the London newspapers

Em peror 
Francis Joseph Is acting against his 
will. 
A conference of the powers Is ex­ 
pected to be held within two or three 
m onths if it can be arranged, but no 
one Imagines that It will undo this 
week’s work. 
A ustria declines even 
to discuss annexation and the most 
that Is expected Is some arrangem ent 
that will save Turkey’s pride. 
Before the powers agree to enter 
upon a conference they probably will 
be obliged to define its scope, which 
.will be a hard task. 
British states­ 
men suggest that compensation be 
made to Turkey and that guarantees 
be given against further disturbance 
of the status quo. 


BULGARIAN SITUATION. 


International

Bosnia and Herzegovina. The new im­ 
perial provinces will be informed in 
the proclamation that they will be 
given a constitution and a special diet.

The plans for an orderly recep to r 
to the public at the Planters’ hotel 
were upset by ’he crush of men and 
women who swept aside the guards at 
the door and pushed their way into 
the lobby and up the big staircase. It 
was seen at once that nothing could 
be done with the crowd and a pass­ 
ageway was cleared for the candidate 
to get away. 
On reaching the first 
landing he turned and said with a 
smile:

named 
Briarelus who had a hundred hands 
I wish I had them all for my friends 
the people of St. Louis.” 
Candidate Allowed to Rest. 
Once in his room

Erb, captain and regim ental quarter­ 
m aster of the Third regiment, Nation 
a1 guard of Pennsylvania, was shot 
and killed at his summer home near 
Village Green, Delaware county.

sister-in-law, Mrs. Catherine Belsel, is 
under arrest in the Media jail, charged 
with the murder. 
The woman admits 
that she did the shooting during a tam 
ily quarrel. 
Captain Erb, who was private sec 
retary to Israel W. Durham, political 
leader of this city, was one of the best 
known men in political circles in 
Philadelphia. 
About two yeara ago he was m ar­ 
ried and moved to Delaware county. 
For a time everything went along 
smoothly, but 
recently there wore 
family quarrels. On Aug. 24, Mrs. Erb. 
who was Mrs. VV. G. Rothermel, a di­ 
vorced woman, caused the arrest of 
Eugene Poulson, Mr. E rb’s colored 
coachman, on a charge of threatening 
her life. 
At the hearing in the case 
she said that she had been informed 
th at Poulson was acting as a spy for 
Captain Erb. who stood by the coach­ 
man at the hearing, as against his 
wife. 
He subsequently explained that he 
did so because he expected to Insti­ 
tute proceedings against Mrs. Erb and 
expected Poulson to be an important 
w itness in the case in which Mrs. 
Catherine Beisel, Mrs. Erb’s sister, 
was to be involved. 
Captain Erb declared at the hearing

Plains last summer had been Improper 
Several weeks later Mrs. Erb caused 
the nrrest of her husband on a charge 
of assault and battery and ha was 
held for trial.

STATUE OF FREE CUBA. 


Handsome Monument Doing Finished 
et Rome For Erection In Havana. 
There will soon be cast at Rome the 
last remaining section of one of the 
handsomest monuments of modern Ital­ 
ian art for the new world. 
It la the statue of “Free Cuba,'' which 
will stand In front of the monument to 
the Cuban patriot Jose Marti, executed 
by 
the Sicilian sculptor, Salvatore 
BuemL 
The whole monument will be twenty- 
four feet high. Marti stands holding a 
book In his right hand with the In­ 
scription “Cuba Libra.” 
Below Marti 
la a statue representing the liberation 
of Cuba, a magnificent nude woman 
standing with arms outstretched after 
having broken the chains of servitude. 
Behind her rises the Cuban flag, and 
on both sides of the base of the monu­ 
ment there are high reliefs, one of 
which represents the hero when still a 
youth being made prisoner and taken 
to Spain and the other falling dead 
while he fights. 
It is expected that the monument 
will be In Cuba at the end of the year 
and will be unveiled at Havana In Jan­ 
uary, 1909, on the anniversary of Jose 
Martl's birthday.

GIVES HIS REASONS. 


Mack Tells Why New York Will Go 
Democratic. 
Chicago, Oct. 7.—Norman 15. Mack, 
chairman of th© Democratic national 
committee, made known the reasons 
upon which he bases his prediction 
that New York state may safely be re­ 
garded as Democratic this year.
